\ HE great Repute in which the HarLetan CoLLEcTiIOon of MAnuscriPTs 
hath for ſeveral Years paſt been confeſſedly held, not only in England but 
——__ threyghout Europe, the many uſeful Materials already drawn from its Stores, 
as well by Foreigners as our own Countrymen, and the Rank it juſtly claims amongſt 
the moſt celebrated Libraries at preſent ſubſiſting, have induced the learned World to 
_ expreſs an Impatience for a more intimate Knowledge of its Contents. In order there- 
fore to give the requiſite Satisfaction, and that every Student may, with as little Incon- 
venience to himſelf as poſſible, be informed what Helps this Treaſury of Erudition will 


furniſh him with in promoting his Reſearches, the Catalogue, together with a copious 8 


Index, is now ſubmitted to the Public. Later perhaps than might have been expect- 
ed; but as ſoon as the Nature of ſuch an Undertaking, the Execution of the more preſ- 
ſing Truſts repoſed in the Truſtees of the Bx1TIs# Mustum, and the Diſcharge of the 
ſeveral indiſpenſable Duties incumbent on their Officers, would permit. The Work muſt 
be left to ſpeak for itſelf, as it would be improper in this Place to prejudice the Reade; 
any further in its Favour, than by aſſuring him, that no Endeavours have been wanting to 


render it truly uſeful and inſtruftive. But however 0 y it may be to remain ſiſent 


on that Head, it would be a groſs and unpardonable Injuſtice to thoſe who have been great 
Benefactors to the Public, to omit the preſent Opportunity of acknowledging, that the

lament. An Event which hath not only united two very valuable Collections of

ancient Manuſcripts, but happily ſecured to this Country the moſt compleat and exten- 
. five Fund of national Antiquities, that any Kingdom can boaſt of. „ 
ITuIs Col LC TIN of ManuscR1PTs was begun towards the latter End of the laſt 
Century, by Robert Harley, of Brampton Bryan, in the County of Hereford, Eſq; who 
on the 11th of February 1700-1, was choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons; on 
the 24th of May, 1711, created Earl of Oxford and Mortimer; and five Days afterwards 
promoted to the important Station of Lord High Treaſurer of Great Britain. 
An innate Love of Science, the exemplary Attachment of ſeveral of his Anceſtors to

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muſt always be mentioned with Honour, and whoſe Memory cannot fail of exciting 
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Literature *, and a ſtrong Propenſity to ſearch into the Tranſactions of former Ages; 


had determined him; in the early Part of his Life, to purchaſe whatſoever curious Ma-. 
nuſcripts he could meet with, more eſpecially ſuth as in any-wiſe tend to explain and 


illuſtrate the Hiſtory, Laws, Cuſtoms; and Antiquities of his native Country. Mr 
Harley, in this Reſpe&, adopting the Plan of the great Sir Robert Cotton, whoſe Name 


the warmeſt Sentiments of Gratitude, whilſt the ſmalleſt Regard for Learning ſubſiſts 
amongſt us. .

A Deſign ſo truly noble and commendable, was worthy a Perſon of that Rank and 
Fortune, to which Mr. Horley arrived. His extenſive Learning, and the Correſpon- 


| dence which he had cultivated, and conſtantly carried on with the Literati, both at Home 


and Abroad, were happily adapted to his executing it with Succeſs. + | 
But amongſt the ſeveral Difficulties which occurred .to his obtaining any conſiderable 
Number of rare Manuſcripts, a very material, and ſeemingly inſurmountable, Obſtacle 


offered. The Reapers had already been in the Field, and gathered in a plentiful Har- 


veſt, ſo that little, if any e ſeemed to be left to reward his Reſearches, except a few 


Gleanings accidentally ſcattered in obſcure Corners. 


That ſuch a Preſumption was not altogether ill founded, will appear by a hort Review 


of the principal Manuſcript Libraries now extant, and of the Labours of preceding Collec- 


tors of Manuſcripts, as alſo by the Manner in which they reſpectively diſpoſed of their li- 
terary Acquiſitions. = | e _ 

It is well known, that until the Reign of King Henry VIII. Learning had been ſe- 
veral Ages at a low Ebb, eſpecially among the Laity in England; where the tumultuary 
State of the Nation, and the long Wars between the Houſes of York and Lancaſter, had 
found them Employment widely different from the Purſuit of Letters. Hence in this 
Kingdem, the two Univerſities, the Cathedral Churches, the Abbies, and other Religious 


Houſes, became the only Repoſitories of Books of Erudition. Even they were but ſcan- 


tily ſupply'd: And it is probable that the greateſt Part of ſuch Books, as their Libraries 
were then furniſhed with, had been picked up with Difficulty, and by flow Degrees only, 
by Eccleſfiaſtics, in their occaſional Journies to Rome, and divers Parts of Europe. We 


having no Account tranſmitted to us of any conſiderable Number of valuable Books 
being, at any one Time, preceding the Reformation, introduced into England; except 
the Collections made by Order of Humphry Duke of Ghoucefter, for his Library at Oxford, 


and the curious Greek Books brought hither by the Prelates, and other DigHfta. ics of that 
Church, after the taking of Conſtantinople; which Archbiſhop Warham ſoon after pur-

and other Documents, as were conducive to render the Knowledge of them, and their 


chaſed and preſented to New College. 


King Henry VIII. ſoon after the general Diſſolution of religious Houſes, founded the 
Royal Library for the Uſe of the Princes of the Blood, placing therein many choice MSS, 
collected by John Leland and others, out of the Spoils of the Monaſteries *. 


Towards the End of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, Sir Thomas Bodley turned his Thoughts 


to the reinſtating the public Library at Oxford, then in a ruinous Condition, and to the 


adorning it not only with printed Books, but with whatever Manuſcripts could at that 
Time be procured. To this End he quitted the Court, and dedic: ted the Remainder of 
his Life, to the ſearching after and purchaſing Books and Manuſcripts at home, whilſt his 
Agents abroad ranſacked almoſt every Part of Europe for the like literary Supplies. By theſe 
means he had the Satisfaction of furniſhing that Library with one Thouſand two Hundred 
and Ninety-four rare MSS,which by the ſubſequentLiberality of William Earl of Pembroke, 
Sir Kenelm Digby, Archbiſhop Laud, Mr. Selden, Sir Thomas Roe, Lord Fairfax, Biſhop 
Barlow, Franciſcus Junius, Dr. Huntingdon, Sir Henry Savill, Dr. Pocock, Mr. Dodſ- 


worth, and others, were encreaſed to Six Thouſand Eight Hundred and Eigbteen Volumes, 


excluſive of Eighteen Hundred and Ninety-eight depoſited in the Aſhmolean Muſeum. 


Bodley's great Cotemporary, Sir Robert Cotton, had been equally diligent in collecting : 
ancient MSS. The Study of Antiquities, particularly thoſe of this Kingdom, had en- 


gaged his Attention, tho' he always ſhewed a high Regard for every Part of philological 
Learning, in all which he was extremely converſant. He had obſerved with Regret, that 
the Hiſtory, Laws, and Conſtitution of Britain, were in general very inſufficiently under- 
ſtood; ard being fully convinced, that the Preſervation of ſuch Monuments of Antiquity,

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5 Deductions from their primary State, more accurate and univerſal, would neceſſarily re- 
dound to the Advantage of the Public, he had, in an expenſive and indefatigable Labour 
of upwards of Forty Vears, accumulated thoſe numerous and ineſtimable Treaſures 
which compoſe the Cottonian Library, and now remain an indiſputable Teſtimony of 
nis benevolent Diſpoſition towards his native Country. 5

But happily, theſe Patrons of Literature lived in an Age peculiarly favourable to the 
Completion of their reſpective Purpoſes, and more eſpecially to thoſe of the latter. The 
late general Diſſolution of Religious Houſes had diſperſed an infinite Number of curious 
MSS. many of theſe were ſecured by the Nobility and Gentry * ; but no inconſiderable 
Number falling into the Hands of Peaſants, Mechanics, and other Perſons ignorant of their 
Importance, and totally inattentive totheir Preſervation, were eaſily to be purchaſed, From 
this Source Sir Robert Cotton had ſupplied his Library with a Multitude of rare MSS, 
and to them Mr. Camden, Mr, Lambert, Dr. Dee, and Sir Chriſtopher Hatton, had kindly

The Poſſeſſors of Lands heretofore belonging to Abbies, Priories, &c. being apprized 
that the ancient Chartularies, Regiſters,  Ledger-Books, and other Muniments of thoſe 
Religious Houſes, might be of infinite Uſe in diſcovering and evincing the various Rights, 
Privileges, and Immunities annexed to thoſe Eſtates, had been induſtrious in collecting 
them, in order to their being religiouſly preſerved amongſt their other family Evidences: 
And as a Taſte for Letters increaſed, many curious Perſons were vying with each other, 
in the Curioſities and other literary Furniture of their reſpective Libraries. 5 | 
A ſimilar Paſſion for collecting MSS. and forming as well private as public Libraries, Vatican Li- 
had long diſplayed itſelf in many other Parts of Europe. Pope Sixtus the V. on his re- brary. 
building the Vatican Library, in the Year 1588, had uſed his utmoſt Efforts to improve 
it, by the Addition of the moſt valuable MSS. His Influence had procured it large 
Supplies, and moſt of the ſucceeding Pontiffs, particularly Pope Clement XI *. having. 
in that Reſpect followed his Example, their Agents and Dependants had, from Time to 
Time, intereſted themſelves, and that with great Succeſs, for its further Augmentation 
Large Collections of MSS. had been placed in the Archives of the Church of St. Other Libra-

This Library was collected by Mattheiv Corwints, King of Hungary, who died in the Year 1490, but 
was afterwards partly deſtroyed, and partly diſperſed, by the Turks, when, under the Command of Sohman,

they ſacked Buda in the Year 1526.

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Plentiful Supplies of the like Kind had been thrown into the Clementine College at 


Prague, the Ducal Library at Gotha, the Magiſtrates Library at Leipfic, and the Libraries 


of the Univerſities of Jena, Leipfic, and Leyden. 585 
The Heidelberg Library, very famous on Account of the many fine MSS. where with 


it was replete, had been further greatly enriched a little before the Diſturbance in Ger- 


many, occaſioned its being removed into the Vatican. 
No ſmall Number of Manuſcripts had been purchaſed for the Increaſe of the royal 


Library at Dreſden. Queen Chriſtina had not only poſſeſſed herſelf of the rich MS Library 
of Petavius, and many choice Manuſcripts taken by her Father, the great Gſtavus Adol- 


pbus, from the Library of the royal Palace at Prague, and many Towns in Germany; but 


had even drained Sweden, and the North, of thoſe numerous Manuſcripts, that ſhe carried 


with her to Rome, and which, after her Death, were divided between the Vatican and O- 


toboni Libraries. |

The French King's Library, from its firſt Inſtitution by Francis I. had been continually 
and wonderfully increaſing, and afterwards received an Augmentation of no leſs than Ten 


Thouſand MSS. by the Procurement of Cardinal de Fleury, who inceſſantly exerted his 


utmoſt Endeavours for its further Supply. 


The Religious Houſes in Europe had always ſhewn a particular Zeal for the Poſſeſ- 


ſion of Manuſcripts, and continued indefatigable in ſoliciting and encouraging their Pa- 
trons and Benefactors to ſearch out the like valuable Treaſures, and preſent them to their 


; Libraries.

been collected, and lodged in the Eſcurial. Conſtantinoplèe and Greece had been neatly 
exhauſted of their Manuſcripts by the European Travellers in thoſe Parts; particu- 


larly by John Laſcaris*, for the Laurentian Medicean at Florence, by Cardinal Baſſarion, 


for thoſe numerous MSS. which he left by his Will to the public Library at Venice , 
by Leo Allarius, for the Barbarini Library, and by the Abbe Sr. Sevin and others, for 


the royal Library at Paris. 3 „ 5 
After ſo many Manuſcripts had been thus ſecured in public Libraries, and ſuch a Va- 


riety of Induſtry uſed for the Supply of thoſe ſacred Magazines of Learning, the Proſpect 


of furniſhing a new Library with any conſiderable Number of choice MSS. was very un- 
promiſing. But whatever Diſcouragements it might ſuggeſt to Mr. Harley, they were 
far from checking his Attempts. He reſolved to perſevere, and ſteadily purſue his 


Plan. He ſoon had the Satisfaction of finding his Endeavours attended with remark- 


able Succeſs; for although the firſt conſiderable Collection which he purchaſed was in 
Auguſt 1705, we are aſſured by a learned Prelate of our Church (who well knew) 
that in leſs than ten Years he had got together near 2 500 curious and rare MSS. in different

Theſe unexpected and pleaſing Acquiſitions would alone have ſufficiently encouraged 
a Perſon leſs devoted to the Love of Antiquity, than Mr. Harley, to continue the Purſuit 
with Vigour: but he met with ſtill further and irreſiſtable Inducements. Dr. 


Arms, Biſhop Nicholſon, Col. Worſley, Sir Gilbert Dolben, Mr. Prior, Dr. Stratford,

tiquaries, not only offered him their Aſſiſtance in procuring MSS. but preſented him 


with ſeveral which were extremely valuable. Thus excited, he determined to loſe no 


Time in bringing to Maturity a Deſign which he had ſo ſucceſsfully begun; and there- 
fore whilſt engaged in the Service of the State, he was conſtantly attentive to the inlacg- 
ing his Collection; and after his Retirement from public Buſineſs, ſpent the Remainder 


of his Days in an unwearied Application to the gaining further Acceſſions to his Library, 
not ſparing any Coſts neceſſary for that Purpoſe. He likewiſe kept many Perſons em- 


The Library of Queen Chriſtina came, after her Death, to the F amily of Ottoboni, of which Pope 
Alexander VIII. was the Head. He, in the Year 1691, placed nineteen Hundred of her MSS. in one of the 
Galleries of the Vatican Library, and gave it the Appellation of Bibliotheca Alexandrina, in Honour to the Me- 


mory of Chriſtina, who had the additional Name of Alexandrina given her by Pope Alexander VII. when ſhe 


abjured, before him, the Lutheran Religion, |

They conſiſt of 980 Volumes, whereof 625 are Greek, and were for the moſt Part collected in Greece and 
at Conſtantinople. We are told by Ciacconius, Fovius, and Fabricius, that the Cardinal was better skilled in 
ancient MSS, than any other Perſon of his Time. And the Cardinal himſelf, in one of his Letters, mentions 
that he ſpent all his Time and Fortune in collecting and tranſcribing the moſt ſcarce MSS.

phrey Manley, whoſe extraordinary Genius firſt ſhewed itſelf when he was ſcarce 
Twenty-three Years of Age, in his compiling the Coventry and Warwick Catalogue a, 
and occaſioned him to be recommended to Archbiſhop Teniſon, by Dr. Charlet, then 


Maſter of Unzver/ity College in Oxford ,, Mr. Wanley's Learning and Abilities were 2 


afterwards further made known to the World, by his incomparable Catalogue of 
the Saxon, Anglo, Daniſh and Norman Manuſcripts, preſerved in all the public and pri- 
vate Libraries of England, and which accompanied Dr. Hicks's famous Theſaurus, under 

the ſuitable Title of Antique Literature Septentrionalis Liber alter“. 1 


As the Collection was in the Year 1708 (the Time when Mr. Wanley firſt entered 


Claſſes, according to the particular Species of Literature to which each is more imme- 
diately related; but the Purſuit of ſuch a Method would have been attended with 
Inconveniences, and amongſt others, have laid him under the diſagreeable Neceſſity of 


unbinding many of the Volumes, which contam a Variety of Articles. For, though 


moſt of thoſe Volumes are compoſed of Tracts on one and the ſame Subject, yet there

Although Mr. Manley hath, in his Part of the preſent printed Catalogue, made every 
Volume a ſeparate Number, yet he hath ſubdivided each into different Articles, according 
to the Number and Variety of Treatiſes contained therein. So that there is ſcarce a 
Tract, however minute, compriſed in any one Volume which underwent his InſpeCtion, 
that is not taken Notice of. In his Entry of ſome Articles, he contents himſelf with 
inſerting the bare Title; in others, he mentions the Purport of the Piece. Of ſome 


again (particularly original Letters, and State Papers, of the greater Importance) he 


ives an Abſtract ; and when any Book of extraordinary Value or Curiolity preſents 


- itſelf, he gives the Reader a full and critical Account of its Contents, endeavours to 


aſcertain its Author, and ſometimes extracts its moſt remarkable Paſſages. Throughout 
the whole of his Obſervations, he ſhews his extenſive Learning, and the Solidity of 


his Judgment. His Strictures are ſo juſt, that we have great Reaſon to lament his not 


having lived to put the finiſhing Hand to a Work, for which he was in every reſpect 
ſo well qualified. | 


Some Time after the Death of Mr. Wanley, the Catalogue was reſumed and continued 
from Number 2408, to Number 5797, incluſive, by Mr. David Caſley, Keeper of 


the Cottonian Library, and well known to the learned World, by his Catalogue of the 
Manuſcripts in the Royal Library, which he publiſhed in the Year 1734. Unfortu- 
nately Mr. Caſley's other Engagements did not allow him ſufficient Leiſure to conſider 
the MSS. ſo fully as his Predeceſſor had done; fo that the Entries of ſuch Volumes as 


fell under his Examination are extreamly conciſe. But he hath made ſome Amends 


by aſſigning the Age of every Manuſcript, adding in Capital Numbers at the End of the 
firſt Line of the Title of each Book, the Century after Chriſt's Nativity, in which he 
ſuppoſes ſuch Book to have been written, in the ſame Manner as he hath done in his 
Catalogue of the King's Manuſcripts. An Omiſſion in Mr, Wanley's Part of this Ca- 
talogue, which is the more to be lamented, as from his having been many Years con- 
verſant with ancient Manuſcripts, he was perfectly able to diſtinguiſh and aſcertain the 
Age of every Amanuenſis . 1 3 3 
In the Year 1741, the Truſtees of Edward Earl of Oxford engaged Mr. Hocker, 
who was afterwards Deputy Keeper of the Records in the Tower, to compleat the Ca- 
talogue ; but his Leiſure did not permit him to carry it on further than Number 7355. 


After the Collection was brought to the Britiſh Muſeum, the Rev. Doctor Brown, 


Profeſſor of Arabic at Oxford, and Doctor Kennicot, Fellow of Exeter College, in that 
Univerſity, kindly aſſiſted in drawing up Titles to ſuch of the Arabic and Hebrew Ma- 
nuſcripts as wanted them; and Mr. Gomez, a profeſſed Jer, was employed to give 
Titles to ſuch as are Rabinical; the Remainder was added by the Under Librarian of 
the Britiſh Muſeum, to whoſe Care the Department of Manuſcripts is committed. 


Mr. Hecker, in his Part of the Catalogue, differs both from Mr. Wanley and Mr. 


Caſley. In his Entries of Articles, he follows Mr. Wanley's Method, by giving a full 
and explanatory Title to every ſeparate Tract contained in each Volume; but he avoids 
all Criticiſm and Diſſertation, and likewiſe never attempts to aſcertain the Century in 
which any of the Manuſcripts were written. . . 

The compiling of the 1zdex was entruſted to Mr. Thomas Aſile, of Yoxall in Star- 


Fordſbire, who hath always ſhewn a particular Fondneſs for ancient Manuſcripts, and 


an Attachment to the Study of our national Antiquities. With what Succeſs he hath 
diſcharged the Truſt repoſed in him, the Reader will beſt judge. He preſumes to 
promiſe no more, than that he hath exerted his utmoſt Endeavours to render his La- 
bours uſeful. _ 5 | cnn : 

In the Proſecution of that Work, he hath carefully adhered to the ſame Language, 
Words and Spelling, as are made uſe of in the Catalogue, for the Entries of the 
Titles of the Manuſcripts, as alſo for the Names of Perſons and Places mentioned 
therein, not thinking himſelf authoriſed to depart therefrom, although by ſuch Means, 
the Name of the ſame Perſon or Place may: ſometimes happen to be entered under 
two or more different Letters of the Alphabet, according to the Difference of Lan- 
po or of the various Orthography uſed in ſpelling it in ſeveral Parts of the Ca- 
talogue.
